JUDGING WOOL ANO 
MOTTON ANIMALS. 


Proper methods of judging mutton 
and wool types of sheep are described 
thus by George R. Samson of the ani 
mal husbandry departm ent of the Ore­ 
gon Agricultural college: 
The mutton type includes the long 
wools 
aud 
the 
medium 
wools 
or 
“down” breeds. 
These are both pro 
duced prim arily for their mutton. 
Ac­ 
cordingly the points given greatest 
weight are those which pertain to a 
splendid mutton carcass. This implies 
the maximum of meat in that part of 
the carcass which brings the best price 
when sold over the block. 
Hence tin* 
back, loin aud bind legs are of the 
greatest importance. 
The back and ribs should be well 
covered with Arm flesh, which should 
extend well down on the sides. 
When 
the hand is placed upon the backbone 
and moved from side to side th e prom 
indices on the backbone should not b- 
noticeable. 
The loin should tie wide and thickly 
fleshed. 
To determine this place the 
hands with the palms toward each oth 
cr in a vertical position on either sit!* 


STINKING SMUT. 
The plant disease known as stinking 
sm ut la responsible for an annual loss 
to the w heat crop of about $11,000,- 
000. 
The disease ruins the w heat for 
flourmaklng. 
The germs of the arnut 
are on the grain at the tim e of sow­ 
ing, and it develops as the grain 
grows and ripens. 
A simple preven­ 
tive of the trouble Is a treatm ent of 
the seed with a formalin solution, 
using one pint of the chemical to 
about forty gallons of water. 
The 
seed wheat should be spread out to a 
depth of four or five inches on the 
barn or granary floor, sprinkled with 
the solution, then shoveled into a pile 
and covered with gunny sacking and 
allowed to remniu for Ave or six 
hours, at the end of which tim e the 
fum es will have penetrated the pile 
and killed all germs. 
The same solu­ 
tion is also used in preventing the de­ 
velopment of other grain sm uts aud 
scab in potatoes.

SEEDLESS A P P L E AGAIN. 
A new spaper dispatch under a Reno 
(Nev.) headline states that an apple 
tree on a fruit ranch in Modoc county, 
in northeastern California, bears seed­ 
less and coreless apples, the placenta 
being forced out of the apple during 
the process of growth, the withered 
stam ens and pistils being visible on 
the exterior of Ute m ature apple. This 
particular "find” has beeu hailed as 
something brand new. tile owner tak­ 
ing sam ples of the fruit to Burbank 
for the purpo*e of having him propa­ 
gate iA 
Some seven or eight years 
ago considerable interest was aroused 
in connection with a seedless apple, I 
but in this case there was a solid I 
string at the center of the apple. I 
While freaks of the above kind are in­ 
teresting in a way. they have little to 
commend them for one who wouid 
produce apples in a commercial way. 


D IH Y D R O X Y S T E A R IC ACID. 
Investigations conducted for some 
time past by expert soil chem ists in 
the departm ent of agriculture at W ash­ 
ington have brought to light the inter­ 
esting fact that a large influence tend­ 
ing to make soil* unproductive is that 
they contain di hydroxy stearic acid. In 
samples of soils taken from unpro­ 
ductive fields in eighteen states tills 
acid 
was found. 
This new theory 
seems to make clear why some soil*, 
apparently fat and rich, do not pro­ 
duce the crops one would expect. The 
presence of this a* id in tile soil is 
supt*o***d t<» come from mold, to be 
connected with soil fungi and to tie 
the result of improper oxidation. 
The 
difli* ulty 
is overcome 
by 
drainage. 
which dries th** soil and Increases the 
amount of air it contains, and by the 
application of lime. which neutralizes 
its acid tendency.

(n the Century Magazine about life in 
the Andaman islands, says: 
"The sailing of the Maharaja from 
Calcutta for the Andaman Islands was 
not accompanied by the usual goodbys 
and handkerchief waving, for of my 
fellow passengers there were seventy 
to whom no one wished bon voyage 
or a safe return. These were convict*, 
all murderers under life sentences. 
who for nome reason bad striped the 
death penalty, and Included six worn 
en. for the Maharaja Is the ship used 
bv the colonial Indian government to 
trnnsfKirt convicts to the lienal settle­ 
ments near i’ort Blair. 8outh Anda­ 
man island, a distance of 050 miles 
from Calcutta 
"The prisoner* were sll manacled 
and shackled about the ankles, with 
chain* fastened to bands at the wrist. 
They were a despicable lot 
At night 
a continual moaning and cursing and 
hopeless sobbing came up from the 
hatches and made sleep out of the 
question for me. though the Eurojiesn 
officer In the steamer’s cabin apparent­ 
ly slept undisturbed 
Early the first 
morning I went on dc. k and learned 
that two of the male prisoner* were 
III arid had been brought up to the 
deck for air 
They were closely guard 
ed. and raw recruit* were stationed st 
the railing to prevent them from eon# 
mitring suicide bv jumping overboard 
Into the Ifcrrll river 
"The 
Andaman* are literally the 
homes of murderers. 
Tile Inhabitant* 
ire the most vicious rnemliers of an 
older civilisation and the uncivilized 
head hunter*, among whom murder is 
a sport and a pastime. 
In the settle­ 
ment are about 1.7«m prisoners. Imdud 
fng SMM won»en 
On arriving at Port 
Fria lr the 
prisoners first spend six 
months in solitary confinement In the 
cellular Jail of Viper Island. They are 
then transferred to one of the assoc! 
ated jail* and the comparative bless 
lug of hard lalmr In company with 
others, though still occupying separate 
• ells at night 
After a year and a 
half of this they becom e slaves, work 
Ing In and about the settlement during 
the day and sleeping iii barracks at 
night, always closely guarded. 
At the 
expiration of five years a convict tie 
comes ellglb'e to Join the colony of 
•self supporters* and live in the vj! 
Iago. where he earns his living In his 
chosen way, lives in his own hon*e 
and *an send for his wife and chil 
dren or marry a convict woman.

watched ami • annot leave the settle 
merit without |*»rnilss1on 
"Despite the rigid discipline and the 
vlglian e of the authorities the com 
mnnai life is far from harmonious 
and the more vicious often rebel. The 
murderers kill one another and are In 
turn murdered by the treacherous An 
dumanese. who regard the hapless con 
vl.-ta and their guards aa their natural 
prey. 
Occasional attempt* at escs|ie 
are made by the prisoner*. but the ef 
forfs Inevitably prove disastrous. The 
fugitive, finding his conditional free 
dom worse than servitude, either dies 
at the hand* of the Jarawa warrior*, 
falls a victim to fever or other dis 
es re or starves 
There la also a ay* 
tem in vogue by which the more 
friendly tribe* of savages co-operate 
with the authorities in capturing e# 
ca ran! convicts aud receive reward* 
for the return of the unhappy desert 
ere 
More often, however, the head 
hunters kill the fugitive and return 
only the bead. receiving the reward 
just the same, the killing adding zest 
to the chase and the return of the 
head being the easiest and quickest 
way of earning the reward. 
"Under these conditions there an 
few attempt* at escape, though mauv 
remarkably hazardous da shea for lib 
ertv hale been made from time to 
rime. which, though futile, were most 
daring 
Some time ago the steamer 
Fulata picked up a faior. emaciated 
wretch who wa* sighted on a small 
bnniltoo raft off the Arakan coast. 
He 
wa* later found to be an esra|ied con 
vier. When picked up he had been on 
the raft for twenty-nine days during 
one of the southwest monsoons and 
had secured water by catching the 
rain and sucking it from his turban 
and loin cloth. 
Ile lived upon flying 
fish that flew aboard the raft, earing 
them raw. 
He was swept off the raft 
many times by the wave*, bot had 
managed to cling to It After a month 
In a hospital at Rangoon he wan re­ 
turned to prisou aud solitary confine 
ment. 
"Another daring attempt at escape 
was made by a party of six convicts 
who w’ere sent with two native police 
men to a small Island off the middle 
Andaman to work. 
They managed to 
escape from the guards and. hoisting 
the sail of the small boat, started out 
In a gale. 
After seven day* of heavy 
weather they were dashed upon the 
rocks of the Tenasserim coast, aud the 
boat was wrecked. 
All escaped with 
their lives and eventually reached the 
Siamese border, where they were ap 
pretended by the local authorities and 
returned to the prison."
